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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCcHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

This report card is presented annually to give the parents, community, and
interested citizens the status of A. C. Corcoran Elementary School. The report is
designed to give the reader a snapshot of the progress of the school, faculty, staff,
and students.

The administration, faculty, and staff use the information to develop strategic plans
for improvement. With the Charleston County School District's theme, "Achieving
Performance Excellence" (APEX) as the backdrop, the mission at A. C. Corcoran is
to provide instruction that will enable students to reach their potential. The
professional staff continues to strive to reduce the number of students scoring below
basic in reading and mathematics on the PACT by 10% each year. Strategies are
used to increase the number of students scoring proficient and advanced.

The test results indicate that improvements are being made towards achieving the
stated goals. During the 2003-04 school year, additional resources were used to
help students raise their scores to proficient and advanced.

During the past year, teachers received ongoing training in strategies to help
students with their writing. Our professional staff continues to receive training that
enhances their skills and maintains the momentum of commitment to enable all
students to reach their full academic potential.
